AN interesting new invention is one which provides 
for the sealing of envelopes by electricity.

Amonc the modern electrical devices for use in the 
family are electric flat irons, chafing dishes, curling 
tongs and stew pans. . While most electrical con- 
trivances cost more than the kind now in use, the cost 
of electrical flat irons has been so reduced that it is 
said to be no more than that of the ordinary flat irons. 


One of the observing editors of the Hardware Trade 
Journal, London, Eng., states that he recently over- 
heard a conversation with a mother and her two chil- 
dren, who were standing before a hardware window. 
The boy stated, “Come.on, mother, it’s no good look- 
ing here; there is nothing to see but what we have seen 
hundreds of times before.” “A regular muddle shop, 
I call it,” was the criticism of the little girl. This 
juvenile British criticism can but point the commer- 
cial necessity of attractive hardware window display. 


Tue fact that the exportation of manufactures this 
year is larger than in any preceding year except 1900, 
and that the importation of manufacturers’ materials is 
also larger than in any preceding year lends interest 
to a statement just prepared by the Treasury Bureau 
of Statistics showing the details of exports of manu- 
factures and importation of manufacturers’ materials. 

The principal manufactures exported are iron and 
steel, mineral oils, copper,.leather, cotton, agricultural 
implements, chemicals, wood, paper, paraffin, tobacco, 
fibers, cars and carriages, India rubber goods, books 
and other printed matter, distilled. spirits and musical 
instruments—their relative value being in the order 


named, The principal manufacturers’ materials im- 
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ported are hides and skins, chemicals, silk, India rub- 
ber, copper, tin, wool, cotton and wood—their relative 
value being in the order named. 


A NEw field for tinners has opened up, as we learn 
that in the football game played at Denver, Colo., last 
Thanksgiving one of the players of the University of 
Colorado wore sheet iron football armor, consisting of 
two shoulder plates lined with sheet iron, a sheet iron 
breast plate and a hand guard also lined with sheet 
iron. The iron was riveted back of the leather between 
it and the felt lining and certainly made a formidable 
bulwark of offense or defense. Sheet metal workers 
located in the college towns will find themselves in 
clover if this practice becomes general. Of course, 
it is too late for tinners to look for any trade in this 
line this year, but there is a chance of their turning 
quite a pretty penny at it next fall. 


Count RAVOLLI, a prominent Italian nobleman, is 
a hypochondriac on the subject of a watery grave, as 
two sisters, two uncles, a brother and his father have 
all met death by drowning. To avoid a similar fate 
the count has therefore invented a remarkable suit of 
pneumatic garments, which he wears all the time when 
in the vicinity of water. He has a hat which in itself 
is a life preserver. It looks like an ordinary hat, but 
by means of a tiny valve, generally out of sight, it can 
be quickly inflated, when it will float like a cork.

MANUFACTURERS and jobbers who are in a position 
to know declare that never before were retail hardware 
dealers so much in earnest or as enthusiastic or as de- 
termined as they are now to equip themselves with the 
best selling novelties and staples. The public are spur- 
ring them to this action. They find an expanding mar- 
ket and an increasing number of customers, who are 
able to buy good goods and who are demanding the 
best for their money. It, therefore, becomes an in- 
teresting problem for the dealer to get the best for his 
money and to cover his shelves with the goods that 
will sell quickest and best and bring him the most re- 
turns. The only way to do this is to come into cor- 
respondence with makers and jobbers of up-to-date 
goods. The dealer, to succeed, must be well informed. 
Success largely depends not so much upon pure en- 
ergy as upon intelligent discretion and enterprise. THE

facturing interests to the dealer, so that he can see 
and know what is going on and where he can buy to 
the best advantage. 

Another effect of this increased interest on the part 
of dealers is that manufacturers themselves are stimiu- 
lated, and they find their patrons intelligent, exacting 
and progressive. They feel they must do their best 
in order to win. They know their prospective custom- 
ers are looking around. They also know that their 
competitors will secure the trade if they can do better 
or offer better work or at more attractive prices.

pre of the day is the relationship of employer 
Employe. @d employed. In former days the mas- 
ter and his clerks and mechanics worked 
side by side and the personal element was a factor in 
business. The small shop has been swept away and 
the factory has taken its place. The presidents of large 
manufacturing plants know but little of their employes. 
The man at the desk and the man at the bench, al- 
though possessing many interests in common, see but 
little of each other, and while mutually dependent on 
each other in the world of work, pursue divergent 
pathways when once the toll of the quitting bell is 
heard. 

Employers whose souls are not smirched by an inor- 
dinate greed deplore this drifting apart, and various 
have been the projects devised for bridging the gulf 
caused by the inevitable concentration of modern in- 
dustrial life and creating at least a similitude of old- 
fashioned conditions. 

Unfortunately failure has stamped many of the most 
laudable attempts in this direction. The Pullman 
Company, with its rows of pretty cottages, and the 
National Cash Register Co., with its rest room for 
tired help, both found themselves involved in bitter 
imbroglios with their employes, who showed a surly 
lack of appreciation of the efforts of their employers. 

Heads of firms who had given thousands to help 
better the surroundings of their employes, only to see 
the latter apparently indifferent and even hostile, have 
inveighed bitterly on account of the “ingratitude” of 
their workmen, who have given back a picket line in 
return for a rest room and a tie-up of business in re- 
turn for rows of monotonous and sanitary dwellings. 

The trouble with the manufacturers is lack of in- 
trospection. As Cassius said: 

‘The fault, dear Brutus, is not in our stars 
But in ourselves that we be underlings.” 

The philanthropic manufacturer has too often 
planned without taking into account the personal equa- 
tion. The laws of human nature are as inexorable 
as those of gravitation or supply and demand. Nep- 
tune’s “pull” causes eccentricities in the orbit of 
Uranus and the best laid plans of mice and men “gang 
aft agley” if one tries to regulate human happiness by 
algebraic formule. “Are you happy?” asked the lady 
of her former maid, who had left domestic service to 
embrace the joys of matrimony. “Indade I am, Mrs. 
J.,” said the ex-help, whose eye was_ suspiciously 
blackened and whose cheek had been recently stitched. 
“I’m me own misthress now, thank hiven.” This little 
story exemplifies that love of individual liberty which 
is inherent in the race. We all like to do as we please, 
and the intolerance of leading strings shown by the 
youthful scion of the family is but the echo of paternal 
distaste for dictation, however kindly meant. 

The wolf in the fable preferred to remain gaunt and 
starved rather than accompany the mastiff home and 
have juicy bones and a warm kennel provided, with the 
accompanying limitations of a chain around his neck. 

The average man, whether he wear a sweater or a 
pique waistcoat, is intolerant of interference, no mat- 
ter how well meant it may be. His employer says: 
“Here is a nice rest room I have provided for you,” and 
the reply in his heart is “To Halifax with your old rest 





room,” although some more civil remark rises to his 
lips. No one likes coddling. The child 
squirming to escape from the lap of some osculatory 
aunt is but the prototype of the man who spurns philan- 
thropic efforts to make his life more comfortable. 
The literary employer says, ““My men need some place 
to stay at noon, and I will fix up a pleasant little room 
where they can read the current magazines.” Now 
take 100 employes, and ‘efily a small percentage will 
care to read serial installments of medieval romances. 
Some will desire trade ang®@@hnical books and papers, 
others will read the daily paper and smoke a cutty 
pipe, some will prefer to discuss the technique of 
pugilism or ping-pong, others will turn up a barrel and 
play furiously feverish games of high five for the 
beer, and some will simply lie in a corner and take a 
brief siesta—chacun a son gout. 

We are watching with a keen sociological interest 
the blossoming forth of a Detroit organization—the 
O-Rib-O Club is its name, and it is composed of peo- 
ple who work in one capacity or another at the estab- 
lishment of the Briscoe Mfg. Co., Detroit. We be- 
lieve, as far as we understand the matter, that this 
club is inaugurated on durable lines. Its basis is not 
maudlin philanthropy, but rational co-dperation. The 
heads of the firm are not hovering mawkishly over the 
youthful organization like molly-coddling wet nurses, 
but have gone into the club on the same basis as any 
of their employes. The officers running the club were 
chosen by the men themselves, the members of the firm 
wisely refraining from vicious electioneering, which 
would have checkmated the growth of the very feel- 
ing whose fostering was_ fhe underlying raison d’etre 
of the organization. ibbincatlp i§@voluntary and 
men working for this firm who don’t want to do not 
have to join the club. 

This very fact in itself steers the club clear from that 
courteous coercion and tender tyranny which has here- 
tofore been the bete noir of clubs composed of fellow 
workers in the same industrial plant. 


The members of the firm will mingle with their 
workmen in the club rooms on that plane of equality 
which is characteristic of club life anywhere. If they 
desite anything done they will have to get enough 
members of the club to vote their way. Otherwise 
something else will be done. Democracy is, we be- 
lieve, a commercial and industrial solecism. The 
armies of trade, like the armies of war, need to be 
commanded by generals whose powers are largely ar- 
bitrary. The military axiom that an army run by a 
debating society does not win any victories is true in 
commerce and industry as well. A great business, 
either manufacturing or merchandising, is a great 
machine and the men at its head must have. certain 
autocratic and hence undemocratic powers from the 
very nature of things. 

The onus of responsibility, however, ends when there 
is a recess in the contracted hours of labor or they 
are over, and there is no reason why the man who has 
spent the day giving orders and the man who has 
earned his bread and butter by executing them cannot 
meet on a democratic plane as befits fellow citizens of 
the greatest republic in the world. 

We wish the O-Rib-O Club success not alone on 
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account of the men who pay rent and buy children’s 
shoes with the money derived from making metal 
sheets into useful utensils, but from a broader socio- 
logical standpoint as well. If the men at the head of 
this Detroit manufacturing concern have solved the 
problem of bridging the chasm that modern condi- 
tions have been slowly but surely creating between the 
office and the shop, and have turned the tide of grow- 
ing estrangement between the worker whose money 
and brains are i the business and the other worker 
whose labor and brains are in the business, then there 
is no question but that they have wrought an incal- 
culable good to American industry and American com- 
merce. We want no ca’ canny system which has 
proven a noxious blight on English industry to take 
root in American soil. We do not want our mechanics 
and artisans to lose all interest in and feeling of identi- 
fication with the establishment which purchases their 
daily labor and to strive for a miasmatic monotony. 
Work prosecuted without a spirit of enthusiasm, with- 
out an endeavor to do better to-day than yesterday and 
to render better service than other employes render 
to other employers, becomes a loadstone around the 
neck rather than an honest joy to the artisan. 

In the question as to whether labor shall be emula- 
tive or perfunctory is wrapped up our national des- 
tiny, and leading students of economics are agreed that 
the trend toward perfunctory toil, which is the 
direful concomitant of industrial concentration, must 
be met by retroactive measures which will play on 
individual natures, arouse individual pride, kindle in- 
dividual ambition and make individualized production. 

In our mind the formation of this Wolverine club 
is a step in this latter direction, and its success is cer- 
tain to propagate the fundamental ideas, so felicitiously 
interwoven with the details of its management, as well 
as in its theoretical inception. An industrial club run 
“by and for employes” may not have so pretty a facade 
or such stately ogee pillars as one managed by a muni- 
cent corporation, but it can discount the latter when it 
comes to the culture of the germs of indusfrial fellow- 
ship and individual appreciation of the responsibilities 
of industrial relationships.

been securing orders by just taking them, this felici- 
tous condition from their standpoint is a perpetuity.

On Dec. 8 a disastrous fire completely gutted the 
six-story building at 62-66 S. Canal St., Chicago. The

BE NO STOVE TRUST. 





H. W. Butorff, president of the Phillips & Butorff 
Mfg. Co., Nashville, Tenn., was interviewed recently 
by the Louisville, Ky., Courier Journal on the subject 
of a stove trust. Mr. Butorff spoke on this subject 
as follows: 

“It is so easy to establish a stove foundry, and re- 
quires so little capital or equipment that it is extreme- 
ly doubtful that a combination could long be main- 
tained even if it were once made. 

“Mr. Lazard Kahn, who devoted two years to the 
promotion of the scheme, has finally abandoned it as 
impracticable, and about the only man of prominence 
in the business who is still working for the combine 
is Mr. F. Baker of Philadelphia. 

“Mr. Baker addressed the meeting of the Western 
Stove Manufacturers’ which was held 
in Chicago a few weeks since, but received small en- 
couragement. 

“Personally, I have never believed it feasible, but 
when it was proposed I gave options on my plants, 
went into the councils and did nothing which would be 
calculated to throw cold water on the scheme in any 
way. But when it fell through then I was done with it. 

“Now that the overproduction in so many classes 
of iron goods presages the collapse of the pig iron 
boom, or at least a considerable decline in prices, the 
project is even more impracticable than it was a year

ufacturers, according to the promoters, man) 


and of apparent importance. For instance, the stove 


foundries now buy the bolts and rods used in making 
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stoves, none of them being large enough to manufac- 
ture their own bolts and rods. If a combination was 
formed it could erect a bolt and rod factory and save 
this profit. The same thing is true of the nickel orna- 
ments used, the sheet steel going into heaters and like 
goods, and of many other articles. 

‘But the fact remains that even with this saving the 
independent foundries may be started so easily and 
cheaply that, aided by the stove finding manufactur- 
ers, they could compete with the combination success- 
fully. And a combination is only successful when it 
has its competitors where they cannot be so. 

“Another feature is the freight proposition. The 
South uses an entirely different pattern of stove from 
that used in the North. These stoves must be made 
for exclusive Southern trade, and the Detroit, Cleve- 
land and other Northern factories are obviously at a

corners. These are made of one-eighth polished nick- 
el-plated steel. An iron shoe is placed at the botom 
of the rear flue to avoid damage to the steel incident 
to steel ranges in localities where soft coal is burned. 
The protecting bar in front of the range is made from 
heavy pipe polished with copper and _nickel-plated. 
The ash pan is’ provided with steel hopper above, and 
has a malleable hearth at the bottom of the ash pan 
front. The entire body of the range is asbestos lined, 


riveted between sheets of steel and as a precaution 
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against overheating the floor an additional sheet of as 
bestos is riveted to the steel on the bottom of the 
range. The latest malleable top pouch feed is used. 
The Home Pride in all patterns is made with left and 
right hand flush reservoirs, as well as a left hand ele- 
vated one. All reservoirs are made of heavy cold 
rolled polished copper, all tinned inside and nickeled 
outside. The flush reservoirs are encased in malleable 
frames fitted on malleable brackets. The hinges of 
the malleable frames are below the surface, making the 
top entirely smooth. 

The body of the oven and the inner wall of the ash 
pit are formed from one continuous sheet of No. 16 
gauge steel, the top having an extra sheet of steel of 
the same gauge ; the bottom of the oven is formed from 
No. 10 gauge steel. Both the body and the bottom 
are provided with broad flanges which lie against, and 
are firmly riveted to the front and back walls of the 
ranges. The bottom of the oven is supplied with deep 
flanges on the three sides most likely to be affected 
by the heat in the flues, and is held in place by a mal- 
leable iron partition plate running diagonally through 
the bottom flue. The fire box with linings, grates, etc., 
weighs 135 pounds. The center piece of the back wall 
is, heavier than the two end pieces and 273 inch pro- 
jections have been added to each piece of the back 
of the fire wall which is one inch thick. The Duplex 
grates are of extra weight, and are adjusted for 
burning corn cobs, wood, hard and soft coal. One of 
these interesting pamphlets will be forwarded the trade 
on application.

THE S. S. A. E. A. VOICE THEIR DEMANDS. 





“R. U. Innit,” secretary of the Stove Salesmen’s 
Additional Expense Association, has forwarded us a 
copy of a communication recently sent to the Western 
Stove Manufacturers’ Association : 

“At the first annual meeting of the Stove Salesmen’s 
\dditional Expense Association, held Nov. 31, 1902, 
it was unanimously agreed that on and after this date 
the salaries of all said salesmen be raised 50 per cent. 
We know this will be more easily computed than the 
regulation “5 per’ every three months. Manufac- 
turers will be allowed to date this raise back as far as 
January first, 1902. This raise becomes necessary on 
account of the scarcity of material. (Stove salesmen 
are born, not made.) Also to recompense them for 
overdrawing on their imagination, which they had been 
obliged to do as they endeavored to explain why prices 
advanced again last week. Another strong. reason 
for this advance is, ‘We need the money.’ 

“We are sorry to be obliged to call your attention 
to this, but we know it will please you, and no doubt 
this matter would have been acted upon at your next 
meeting. Our salaries will always be found as low 
as other salesmen of equal grade, merit and ability.” 

We understand that Secretary Hogan has called a 
special meeting of the Western Stove Manufacturers 
Association for the sole purpose of considering how 
far back this raise of 50 per cent in salesmen’s salaries 
should be dated. Some manufacturers believe it should 
be dated back to Jan. 1, 1902, and others hold out for 
July 1, 1902. The matter is, in our opinion, likely to 
be compromised at April I, 1902. 

Several manufacturers have called our attention to 
the fact that “salesmen” are the most expensive in- 
gredient entering into the manufacture of stoves, the 
percentage of “salesmen” in each cost formula being 
60 per cent, while cost of pig iron is only 20 per cent, 
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and urns, steel rings, etc., are 536 per cent. If the 
Western Stove Manufacturers’ Association is shy on 
salesmen and has to lay in stock on the new basis, not 
only will stoves have to be advanced 30 per cent on 
Jan. I, but an advance of 30 per cent will have to be 
requested of the trade on goods already sold since 
April I, 1902, in order that this raise of salary of mem- 
bers of the S. S. A. E. A. may be dated back. All in- 
terested will confess that the members of the S. S. A. 
E. A. should not secure this back-dated raise unless 
they can draw on their imaginations strongly enough 
to hypnotize dealers into cheerfully turning it in for 
the stoves they have already handled for 1902 trade. 
We are confident that if retail stove dealers show any 
enterprise in this matter they can easily shift this extra 
30 per cent on 1902 stoves upon the backs of the peo- 
ple who have already bought stoves from them this 
fall. 





NEW IRON TARIFF 





In the revision of westbound rates on iron and 
steel, etc., the following have been agreed upon by the 
Trunk Line Freight Committee to go into effect on 
Jan. 1.. They are in line with those eastbound, previ- 
ously adopted by the Central Freight Association:

$4.62 per gross ton, New York to Chicago. 

Billets, blooms borings, crop ends, ingots, muck 
or puddle bars, old car wheels and axles, old rails, 
scrap iron or steel, scrap tin and slabs, carlots, on basis 
of $4.95 per gross ton, New York to Chicago. 

On ingot molds, carlots, on basis of $4.95 per net 
ton, New York to Chicago. 

On ferro manganese, spiegel iron or spiegel eisen, 
manganese ore, zinc skimmings or sal ammoniac skim- 
mings (in packages), zinc, dross, zinc ashes, ferrosili- 
con, tin dross, lead dross and ferro phosphorus, car- 
lots, on basis of $4.95 per gross ton, New York to 
Chicago. 

On articles by the special iron tariff on basis of 33 
cents, less than carlots and 27%4 cents carlots, New 
York to Chicago.

WORKINGS OF A HEATING PLANT. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I installed a heating plant in my shop similar to the 
plant described in your Feb. 17, 1900, issue, but re- 
versed the location of the stove, the stove being in 
the shop and the radiator in the store. I also have at- 
tached two radiators on second floor above stove and 
have put my expansion tank four feet higher than 
the radiator on second floor. I will give you as close 
a description as I can. The stove is 21 inches in 
diameter and I put in 32 feet of 14-inch pipe coil.

I connected the expansion tank to main pipe near 
stove with I-inch pipe. My first branch for second 
floor is 34-inch pipe, and for radiator I took return 
bends and piping. Then leading same into 1%-inch 
return pipe to stove, I continued with the 14-inch 
pipe along ceiling of first floor to where I went to 
second room on second floor. For this I used 1-inch 
pipe and return elbows, and at highest point of radi- 
ators I put steam or water cocks for air. Then I re- 
duced my pipe to 11%4-inch and made return bends for 
radiator on first floor in store and connect all with 









































14-inch return pipe. Now, it seems when I have a 
fire that the expansion tank begins to throw water and 
blows off the top and throws water all over, making 
a very loud rumbling noise. Can you give me a rem- 
edy for this; also explain what causes it? I will en- 
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deavor to give you a crude drawing. An early reply 
will oblige. 

I have pipe leading outside for overflow in expan- 
sion tank ; also water glass as described in THE AMER- 
ICAN ARTISAN, issue of Feb. 17, Igo00.

ARE TALKING UP THEIR OWN GOODS. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I notice in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN of the 6th inst. 
two persons who are trying to advocate steel for fur- 
naces in preference to cast iron. I think that by the 
way they talk that they are steel range and furnace 
makers, talking up their own goods. I have done fur- 
nace work for ten years and have put in both steel and 
cast furnaces and have repaired both kinds, and I 
always found that the steel furnaces were short lived 
and the quickest to play out. According to their own 
theory, steel will stand fire the best. I will ask them 
to cite me to a steel range or furnace maker who does 
not use cast iron for the fire box. Why do they do 
this if steel is the best? Why do they not make the 
top of the ranges out of steel if it is better? It has 
been demonstrated beyond-a doubt for years that cast 
iron stands the fire better than steel and is a better 
radiator of heat than steel. Any one who wishes to 
prove this to their own satisfaction can do so by 
taking a piece of cast iron and a piece of steel of the 
same size and length and put them in a forge and you 
will readily see that the cast iron bar will be the hottest 
at the other end. One says that the steel stove was 
supplanting the cast stove. Why? Because the steel 
stove is made specially for cooking and baking; they 
do not heat a room hardly any unless you leave the 
oven door open. They are not made for heaters. I 
think that their argument is rather weak in the knees. 
It is as Mr. Smith says that the reason is that steel 
is cheaper than cast iron and that is their ground for 
economy “in the make-up.” If they have any stronger 
argument on this point I would like to hear from them 
through THE AMERICAN ARTISAN.

It is said that a company has been formed to de- 
velop the slate quarries in the vicinity of Rockmart, Ga.

pieces or strips of metal are to be soldered, so as to 
form an edge and make the case look more solid. A 
wire could extend in front of the front shelf, on which 
a curtain could be hung with small rings, which would 
keep the dust off the books. To get the pattern of 
the top draw on a piece of double paper, with the 
doubled edge for the center after cutting out the shape, 
by opening out the paper, the pattern of each side will 
be obtained.

ENGLISH WAGES FOR LABOR ARE FALLING. 





A marked reduction in the wages of labor in Eng- 
land is reported in the official organ of the London 
Chamber of Commerce, a copy of which has reached 
the treasury bureau of statistics. It says: 

There is a warning to masters and men alike in the 
official report on the changes in rates of wages and 
hours of labor during 1901. It foreshadows a relapse 
from the prosperity of the last few years, a decline in 
wages having to be recorded for the first time since 
1895. Moreover, during the first half of the present 
year, the tendency is still towards lower wages. 

The net decrease in the wages bill last year was 
about 1,584,000 pounds sterling. The fall in wages 
was confined to the mining and quarrying and the 
metal, engineering and shipbuilding groups of indus- 
tries, there being net increases in the other groups— 
building, textile and clothing. 

There was a large increase in the percentage of 


workpeople whose wages were settled by arbitration, 
which is mainly due to the formation or re-establish- 
ment of arbitration boards in the mining industry. Out 
of every 100 persons whose wages were changed only 
two were concerned in strikes and lockouts. This is 
the lowest recorded percentage. 

With regard to changes in hours of labor, 586 work- 
people had their hours lengthened and 28,690 had 
them shortened.
